The comedian revealed that he 
had visited Palestine in 1943 and 
planned to visit Israel this sum- 
mer with his wife, Mary Living- 
ston. 

“We're going to Europe this 
year,” he said, “and if we can 
work it out, I'll go to Israel with 
my wife. ’'m pretty sure “we'll 
work it out.” 

Asked what had particularly in- 
terested him on his 1943 visit, he 
replied he had been very much 
interested in activities of the 


Jewish community. 

Benny apparently did not know 
the meaning of the word “bib- 
butz.” When he was asked wheth- 
er he had visited any of the kib- 
butzim, he stared for a moment 
until the term, “collective settle- 
ments” was added. 

He brightened and said he had 
visited several of the collectives 
and added he had been very deep- 
ly impressed. 

He appeared surprised again 
when he was asked whether he 
did any work for the United Jew- 
ish Appeal and said, “of course.” 
His tone indicated he was amazed 
that anyone would assume he did 
not help in that way.

“I introduced vice president 
Barkley at a UJA meeting at the 
Hillcrest club at home,” he said. 
“I make speeches, give money. I 
help.” 

Benny qualified his statement 
about Jewish observance by 
adding that he attended High Holy 
Days services every year at Tem- 
ple Israel in Hollywood. He is a 
member of the Temple. He also 
belongs to B’nai B'rith. 

He added that he and his wife 
go to visit her “folks” for 
the Passover Seder, though he 
does not hold one in his own 
home.

NCRAC Head Contends 


Jewish Defense Unity 
Still An Open Question 


ATLANTIC CITY—Irving Kane, chairman of the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Council, contended this week that the 
issue of coordination in the fiercely competitive field of U.S. Jewish 
civic defense work was still an open question. 

Kane took that position in his first report as chairman of the 


NCRAC plenum to the eighth 
plenary session here last week- 
end. The NCRAC is the coordin- 
ating body for the four major 
U.S. Jewish civic defense agencies 
and has repeatedly grappled with 
the problem of such coordination. 

His statement was made again- 
st the background of an NCRAC 
decision to participate in a sur- 
vey of the effectiveness of the 
overall defense scene. The plan, 
set up last winter, calls for an 
independent study under direct- 
ion of the Large Cities Budget- 
ing Conference of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds. (NJP, Dec. 16, 1949). The 
CJFWF represents nationally the 
265 local federations and welfare 
funds of the U.S. Jewish .com- 
munity. 

WHAT’S HAPPENED 

No information, emerged from 
the four-day plenary session as 
to the status of that survey. 

The recent denial by the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith 
of a platform to Benjamin But- 
tenwieser, assistant U.S. High 
Commissioner for Germany, re- 
ceived implicit approval from the 
NCRAC. 

Benjamin Epstein, executive di- 
rector of the ADL, reported to 
the NCRAC meeting on the inci- 
dent. He repeated the main points 
of his recent statement to the 
ADL membership, in which he 
had contended that there was a 
possibility that the U.S. State De- 
partment had. deliberately chosen 
a Jewish audience for a trial bal- 
loon on a new policy of appease- 
ment of the nazis. (NJP May 25). 

The delegates adopted resolu- 
tions asking prompt United States 
action on a program which would 
restore original U.S. policy in 
Germany of destroying all ele- 
ments of nazism and building a 
democracy in that country. 

A caucus of civic defense pro- 
fessionals considered the question 
of the national agencies refusal 
to abide by decisions of local Jew- 


ish communities on the matter of 
opening offices in those communi- 
ties. No action was taken on this 
problem, as far as The POST 
was able to determine. 

Kane posed as the “central is- 
sue” in the debate on coordina- 
tion of civic defense work this 
question: 

“Should there—or should there 
not be—a division of responsibili- 
ties among the agencies in the 
field, to the fullest extent pos- 
Sible, so that it would be gen- 
erally known and acknowledged 
that a certain area of work or 
function is the responsibility of 
one agency and is not the re. 
sponsibility of any of the 
others?” 

The agencies involved are the 
pro-Zionist American Jewish Con- 
gress, the non-Zionist American 
Jewish Committee, the ADL and 
the Jewish Labor Committee. 

The NCRAC also includes in its 
membership the Jewish War Vet- 
erans, the (Reform) Union of 
America Hebrew Congregation, 
and 28 regional, state and local 
Jewish Community Councils. 

Kane was re-elected chairman. 
Sidney Hollander of Baltimore 
and Bernard H. Trager of Bridge- 
port, Conn., were re-elected vice 
chairmen and Lester A. Jaffe of 
Cincinnati was re-named trea- 
surer. Isaiah M. Minkoff of New 
York was re-named executive di- 
rector. 

The delegates also adopted re- 
solutions asking prompt and 
favorable U.S. Senate action on 
the United Nations convention 
against genocide, and one asking 
the Senate to vote for cloture so 
that FEPC legislation could be 
handled. 

Speakers for the four civic de- 
fense agencies agreed that the 
“hysteria typified by McCartyism” 
was endangering civil liberties in 
the United States and that when 
individual liberties are under at- 
tack, the Jewish group is imperil- 
led.

One way to help it disappear 
is to start another fight at this 
time. @ne way to save it and get 
it on the way to new progress 
is to infuse it with a practical 
program suitable to the present 
situation.

THERE ARE MANY projects 
a practical Zionist program can 
have. But the two main key- 
stones are a vigorous educational 
program and a vigorous program 
for chalutziut. 

Without chalutziut, Zionism be- 
comes hardly’ distinguishable 
from any philanthropic or semi- 


philanthropic movement to help 
Israel. Chalutziut is the soul of 
Zionism. Education is its mind. 
Zionism is a movement based on 
an idea. As such, it must propag- 
ate and expound its idea. The 
audience to which American 
Zionism addresses itself is in- 
adequately informed but it is in- 
telligent and is quite interested 
in Israel. 


There is no need for a special 
charter from the Government of 
Israel for the Zionists in America 
to publish a good popular maga- 
zine, a good magazine for intel- 
lectuals, good books. Under Lip- 
sky and Weisgal, “The New Pal- 
estine” was a good magazine. The 
“Zionist Observer” published by 
the Manhattan. Zionist Region 
under Jacques Torezyner was 
not only a good magazine; it was 
an indirect indictment of the 
Zionist Organization of America 
and a challenge it has_ not yet 
taken up. 

There are projects in Israel for 
which the goodwill and coopera- 
tion of the Israeli authorities 
are necessary. But a certain min- 
imum of these may always be 
counted on. Chalutziut belongs in 
that category. There is still no 
need for a charter.

Special Privileges As Minority

BOSTON—(NJP)—Baruch Zukerman, president of the Labor 
Zionist Organization of America, repeated this week a proposal that 
American Jews be given special privileges as a minority group to 
jnsure maximum support for the upbuilding of Israel. 

Zukerman first made the proposal last fall at a meeting of the 


National Council of LZOA and he 
amplified it at the 27th conven- 
tion of LZOA here. 

“Only the Jewish State will 
assure Jews of equal status with 
other nations,” he said. “But the 
state must be a secure one. A 
tiny state can enjoy no assurance 
of its own existence and can have 
put little influence upon Jewish 
continuity throughout the many 
lands of our dispersion. It is 
therefore the duty of all who de- 
sire Jewish continuity to make 
that state big.” 

THE U.S. FUTURE 

He outlined an approach to 
Jewish “normalization” in the 
US. in these terms: 


“The Jewish minority which 
will continue to live in America 
will be able to think of putting 
its responsibility for Jewish con- 
tinuity on the same plane as that 
of other minorities in America 
only when we shall have in Israel 
the same percentage of our peo- 
ple as, for example, the Italians 
have of theirs in Italy, or at 
least as the Irish of theirs in 
Ireland.” 


He contended that “in our gen- 
eration, American Jewry still 
bears a tremendous responsibility 
to help in equalizing the status of 
the Jewish people with that of 
the other nations in the world in 
order to assure its existence.

11,000 German Officials 
STUTTGART—(WNS)—About 


8,450 officials of the West German 
state of Wuerttemberg-Baden are 
former Nazis and over 2,000 have 
held Nazi Party ranks bringing 
them under an occupation ban on 
office-holding, it was revealed 
here in an official survey of the 
11,000 officials in the five major 
ministries in the province, con- 
ducted by the state Denazification 
Ministry.

TE official Jewish community of San Fran- 
cisco was outraged. 

The American Council for Judaism had taken 
another of its charges against Jews who are 
Zionists to the public press—this one that 
Zionists were doing something or other to Ju- 
daism. 

In San Francisco there is a community-owned 
Anglo-Jewish publication which goes to every 
Jewish family, so that if the Council wert in- 
terested in preaching a doctrine to Jews, it 
could do so in the Anglo-Jewish press.

Last year, the Jewish Community BULLE- 
TIN, the organ owned and operated by the 
Jewish community, printed an ad from the 
Council which The POST would have turned 
down. The ad portrayed a Boy Scout blowing 
a bugle, against the background of a huge 
American flag, and then went on to attack the 
Zionists, the implication being clear that U.S. 


Cooperation Between 


x HE forthcoming conventions of all the 
U.S. rabbinical organizations’ offers an- 
other opportunity for suggestions for coopera- 
tion between the three branches of Judaism—

The Orthodox Rabbis 


HE POST is in wholehearted accord with 
a te stand of the Rabbinical Council of 
America, the association of American-trained 
Orthodox rabbis, against any change in the 
Zionist flag. 

As the Rabbinical Council pointed out,-those 
who want to make charges of dual loyalty 
won’t stop merely because the flag is changed 
or because the Jewish chaplain’s emblem or a 
religious banner is substituted for it. 

Those with a knowledge of Jewish practices 
know that the Zionist flag, although now the 
flag of Israel, has no political connotations for 


Zionists were not for the American flag. 

The fact that the paper printed the ad means 
that it would have carried the charges made 
by Lessing Rosenwald and Rabbi Irving Reich- 
ert.

Judaism's Three Wings 


For instance, no congregation in conducting 
a membership drive aims its workers at mem- 
bers of other congregations, but clearly states 
that it is seeking to enlarge its own ranks only 
from among the unaffiliated. In the disturb- 
ance in Louisville, the Conservative Adath 
Jeshurun Congregation has decided unofficially 
not to accept into membership those who leave 
the strife-torn ranks of Orthodox Knesset 
Israel. 

On the local level, and in many instances on 
the national level, too, there is this kind of co- 
operation. There is no reason then why the 
three wings could not set up joint commissions 
in those areas in which ideological differences 
do not exist. 

Which organization then will be the first to 
pass such a motion or resolution? It may take 
years before joint action is established in some 
areas, but that time will be delayed that much 
longer if a start is not made right now.

HE ZIONIST Organization of America 1s 
about to be presented with a fait accompli 
for its next president. While The POST may 
not like the procedure from a public stand- 
point, it finds itself disapproving it only mildly. 
There must be many men other than Ben- 
jamin Browdy who are of ZOA presidential 
caliber but traditionally there has always been 
a great deal of electioneering for the office. 
If, in the case of Mr. Browdy, he is using ag- 
gressive methods, there are the practices of 
previous years as an example. 

But if Mr. Browdy is to be next president 
of the ZOA, the The POST feels that the Zion- 
ists of the United States should know more 
about him and -his policies.

| Portion of the Week: 


BEHAALOTHCHO 
ARSHAT “Behaalothcho.” The 
P reading for the week is se- 


lected from the fourth book of 
Moses (Chapters VIII-XII). The 
Menorah is dedicated unto the 
Service of God in the Tabernacle 
and has from time on been the 
true symbol of Judaism unto this 
day. The choice of the Levites as 


servants of God is emphasized. 
Rashi comments as follows: “Say 
unto them, happy are ye inasmuch 
as ye have been found worthy to 
be servants to the Omnipresent.” 
This is the basis for the special 
distinction that the Levites have 
within the household of Israel. 
We also hear of the establishment 
of the second Passover. From Ex- 
odus XII, 25, XIII 5-10, it appears 
that the Passover ordained there 
was for the celebration after the 
settlement in Canaan. Special di- 
rection was, therefore, required 
for a Passover in the wilderness. 
Among the vessels of the Tab- 
ernacle and later the Temple. the 
clarions of silver are described. 
which called the congregation and 
and the princes to the Sanctuary 
for worship or for the beginning 
of the journey or in times of war. 
These clarions were long and nar- 
row, with an expanded mouth. 
There is an illustration of these 
clarions among the spoils of the 
Temple, on the Arch of Titus. 
During the course of this Thora 
reading we are also _ traveling 
from Sinai to Moab. Ten months 
and 19 days after the arrival at 
Sinai, the journeying towards Mo- 
ab and the Holy Land began.

Sentences like: “Rise up, 
O Lord, and let Thine enemies be 
scattered ... Return O Lord unto

In our 
Haphtarah, Zechariah assures the 
people of the Divine assistance in 
their work of rebuilding the Tem- 
ple and of national rehabilitation. 
The Prophet’s vision of the “can 
dlestick all of gold” with its teach 
ing that God alone is the source 
of all light, connects with the Se 
drah which opens with the com 
mand concerning the Menorah.

HAMBURG—(WNS)—A plea 
ta compensate Jews for what 
they suffered at the hands of 
the Nazis was made here this 
week by U. S. High Commis- 
sioner for Germany John J. 
McCloy, speaking at ceremon- 
ies marking the opening of 
“Amerika Haus” in Hanover, 
the first U. S. information cen- 
ter established outside the Am- 
erican zone. 


McCloy deciared that the 
German people could show 
their goodwill “by taking 
prompt and generous action 
to restore to those persecuted 
that which is justly theirs” 
without Allied prodding. 





MUNICH—(WNS)—Three Ger- 
mans convicted on charges of 
having damaged a synagogue at 
Martktreditz, Bavaria, in Septem- 
ber of 1949, won reduction in 
their sentences on appeal to the 
U.S. Appeals Court in Germany, 
it was disclosed here this week.
